Be it enacted hy the Senate and House of Repr-esentatives of the 
Harry c. Engle. United States of America in Congress assembled, That Harry C. 

En^le, of Springfield, Ohio, is relieved of all liability to refund to the 
United States the sum of $623.56, representing an overpayment of 
salary for the period December 30, 1962, through June 13, 1964, due 
to an administrative error by the United States Air Force. I n the 
audit and settlement of the accounts of any certifying or disbursing 
officer of the United States, full credit shall be given for the amount 
for which liability is relieved by this Act. 

SEC. 2. The Secretary of the Treasury is authorized and directed 
to pay, out of any money in the Treasury not otherwise appropriated, 
to the said Harry C. Engle, the sum of any amounts received or with­
held from him on account of the payment referred to in the first sec­
tion of this Act. No part of the amount appropriated in this Act shall 
be paid or delivered to or received by any agent or attorney on account 
of services rendered in connection with this claim, and the same shall 
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
